Population in Alberta has increased 
from 73,000 in 1901 to 588,000 in 1921. 
Since 1911 the increase has been 66 
percent. The 1916 census gave the 
rural population at 307,766 and the ur- 
ban population at 188,749. 

The 1921 cennsus gave the rural 
population as 365,550, and the urban 
population as 222,904. 

There are in Alberta six cities, 54 
towns, 119 villages, 167 municipal dis- 
tricts and 251 improvement djstricts. 

Cities of Alberta—The six cities of 
Alberta are as follows: Edmonton, the 
capital, Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine 
Hat, Red Deer and Wetaskiwin. 

in rural districts of Alberta taxation 
is on land alone, and not on improve- 
ments. Rates are fixed by the govern- 
ment in unorganized districts, and by 
councils in municipal districts. In 
cities there is a business and property 
tax. 

In 1910 the number of ca‘tie in Al- 
berta numbered 672,700, and in 1921 
the figure was 1,854,202. The number 
of horszs in 1910 was 254,197, and in 
1921 was 916,510. The ranch of the 
Prince of Wales is located in Alberta, 
southwest of Calgary, in the foothills.

af Bess little village of Hope, situated on the Fraser River 
about one hundred miles from the coast, is the 
starting point for all mountaineers wishing to reach the 
interior of British Columbia by the trail route. It is a 
scattered village of about two hundred inhabitants but 
possessing both an abundance of natural beauty and 
atruly romantic past. The village is flanked on one side 
by the noble Fraser river, while from the other side one 
fooks up three wide draws in the mountain ranges. 
The one to the left is the beautiful Coquihalla valley 
through which the turbulent Coquihalla river cascades 
from a pass unmatched for rugged grandeur. Through 
this pass too, under innumerable snow sheds and 
tunnels the Kettle Valley Railway goes to Princeton 
and the interior. In the centre is an opening for the 
Nicolum river, to the right is the Silver Creek draw 
and beyond it the snow-capped peaks of the Cascade 
range. 

Phe mountain trail over the Hope Pass is the old one 
known as the Dewdney which was surveyed and partl 
built for twenty-five miles out of Hope, by Englis 
Sappers in 1861. It winds up the Coquihalla River for 
a short distance, then branches off with the Nicolum. a 
tributary of the former river. The way Hes through 
Sylvan glades, past rushing waterfalls and over rustic 
bridges, the old dry “cribbing” of which is as firm as the 
day when it was laid. / 

The first feeding ground for horses is at 12 Mile Lake 
—otherwise known as Divide Lake at an altitude of 
2300 feet. This lake is the head waters of the Nicolum 
river. Here there is a beautiful hay meadow owned by a 
trapper and prospector who is patiently awaiting the 
day when the transprovincial road will give him a means 
of transporting his wealth, in the shape of hay, to outside 
points. 

At 22 Mile there is another beautiful camping spot. 
Here there is a large cabin situated in the forest’s heart 


on the very banks of the Skagit river. The owner of it 
cairies on prospecting and mining operations in the 
vicinity. i> appropriately calls his cabin ‘'Defiance 
C mp" and iis mine “The Silver Daisy.” 

irom here on for many miles the scenery becomes 
more wo:.Jerful, if that were possible, but at the same 
time more wild and rugged. The Pass, a narrow hallway

Flats lies a long strip of heavy cedar timber, a true 
‘forest primeval.” Strawberry Flats, a pleasant open 
field on the Skagit river at a height of 8700 feet is the last 
stopping place before the actual ascent to the summit 
begins. Here, in spite of the high altitude, wild straw- 
berries grow in abundance. 

In the next 2300 feet (of the perpendicular of course!) 
one is led to the summit by a series of switchbacks zig- 
zagging up the face of the mountain. The river, which at 
the foot appeared a torrent, is here a tiny stream, 
a mere trickle over the stones. Below, the ever desing 
hile unrell themselves for a hundred miles of valley an 
peak. 

When the summit itself is attained a sight never to be 
forgotten appears. A wide open meadow lies in an 
inverted crown on the mountain top. Around its edge 
rise whitish cliffs scarcely distinguishable from the many 
snow banks. And everywhere, even beside the snow, 
grows a bewildering variety of wild flowers. 

In the centre of the depression lie two lakes, the 
dividing of the waters, for from the one goes the Skagit 
river towards the sea and from the other flows the Whip 
Saw Creek towards the interior lakes. 

As soon as the descent of the eastern slope is begun 
a great change is noticeable. The grade is easy and 
steady, the country becomes more open and is clear of 
ps under-brush and ferns so characteristic of the western 
slope. 

The last camp is twenty miles from Princeton but the 


last nine miles of that distance are covered by a good 
motor round, the beginning of the proposed Trans- 
provincial-highway from Princeton to Hope. 


About eight miles from Princeton is a wonderfully 
interesting spot where stratified rocks yielding excellent 
fossils remains are located on the side of the hill. 

Shortly after this the valley opens out before one- 
Princeton snuggled peacefully into a friendly circle of hills 
and its two rivers, the Similkameen and Tulamcen 
keeping guard over it. Beyond it, rises a splendid vista 
of rolling green foothills with more rugged mountains 
closer in, indicative of the districts most flourishin 
industries, ranching and mining.

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U.S, NAVY OFFICERS 


Three Men Caused Death of 23 and 


Loss of $13,000,000 Naval Material. 


‘Washington, Nov. 1.—Bad judgment 
and faulty navigation on the part of 
three officers caused the loss of 23 
lives and of naval thaterial to the 
yalue of $13,000,000 in the. destroyer 
accident on Honda Point,- Calif., 
September 8, the board of inquiry de- 
clared: in its final report-to Secretary 
Denby. . 

On the recommendations of the 
board, Captain Edward H. Watson, 
the squadron commander, Lieut. Com- 
mander Donald Hunger, commanding 
the Delphi, flagship and leader of the 
nine destroyers which grounded, and 
Lieut. L. F. Blodgett, navigator of the 
Delphi, will be charged before a gen- 
eral court martial with “culpable in- 
efficiency in the performance of duty” 
and negligence. Bight other officers 
including the commanders of as many 
destroyers which figured in the catas. 
trophe, will face charges of negligence 
in the performance of duty. 

The report was declared by veteran 
naval officers here to be almost un- 
precedented in its sweeping condemn- 
ation of those alleged to be respon- 
sible for the disaster.

TURKEY A REPUBLIC 


Constantinople, Oct. 30.—The Nat- 
ional Assembly at Angora has voted 
the establishment of the Turkish Re- 
public. Mustapha Kemal Pasha has 
been unanimously elected president. 

The Assembly accepted the con- 
stitutional amendments proposed 
without opposition, and loudly cheer- 
ed the republic. 

The influential party, at a meeting 
previously held, accepted Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha’s proposal to proclaim 
a Turkish republic and for the elec- 
tion of a president who would be em- 
powered to nominate a premier. The 
party also accepted the following pro- 
posals by Kemal: 

The language to be Turkish; the 
religion Islamism; the president of 
the republic to be elected by the depu- 
ties for a term of four years, eligible 
for re-election; the president to be 
the chief of state with the right to 
preside over both the council of min- 
isters and the grand national assem- 
bly; the president to nominate the 
president of the council of commis- 
sars, who will choose his own col- 
leagues, to be submitted to the as-

Here and There 


In order to handle the grain this 
fall the Fort William, Ont. force of 
860 elevator men will be increased 
to 700. From 120 to 150 grain trim- 
mers will be employed. 


For the five months to August, 
1928, Canadian newsprint exports 
were valued at $25,808,043 against 
$27,257,882 for the same perfod in 
1922. Pulp exports in the same pe- 
riod were valued at $20,008,461 
against $16,075,533. 


Grain loading on Canadian Paci- 
fic lines during the month of Sep- 
tember totalled 26,376 cars or 38,- 
245,200 bushels. This at the begin- 
ning of the loading season which 
was two weeks late this year on ac- 
count of the retarded harvest. 


This has been the greatest sea- 
son for automobile tourists Mont- 
real has ever experienced, according 
to the Secretary of the Automobile 
Club of Canada. Cars, he stated, 
had come into the city over the King 
Edward Highway at the rate of two 
hundred a day, an unusual number 
from California, Florida, Carolina 
and Virginia being noticeable. 


There was nearly $160,000,000 in- 
crease in the total trade of Canada 
for the first five months of the cur- 
sent fiscal year, according to a re- 
turn made by the Department of 
Customs and Excise. The total 
trade of the Dominion, according to 
the return, for the five months end- 
ing with August, was $785,000,000, 
as against $626,000,000 during the 
same period a year ago. Imports 
during the period were about $393,- 
000,000, as against $303,000,000 a 
year ago, while exports of Canadian 
produce rose from $316,000,000 ap- 
proximately to $386,000,000. 


There is a heavy demand for 
bushmen, according to the Govern- 
ment Labor Bureau at Montreal. 
The big lumber companies have been 
engaging men for the bush, and the 
prospects are that the demand will 

e sufficient to make fall and win. 
ter conditions good. Wages paid 
this year by the lumbe1 companies 
are higher than last year, the rates 
paid being $40 and $45 a month, 
whereas a year ago the schedule 
was down to $26 a month. 


With the completion of the harbor 
works now in progress, Montreal 
will be in a much better position in 
1924 to handle a record flow of grain 
than ever before. Windmill Point 
elevator will be increased by 1,250,- 
000 bushels storage capacity, mak- 
ing its total capacity 3,250,000. Four 
additional shipping berths are being 

{provided at this elevator and will 
e in commission early next month, 
and the elevator’s loading capacity 
will be increased from 40,000 to 90,- 
000 bushels an hour. 


Reports to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, show that there arrived 
at Winnipeg from the British Isles 
this year for the purpose of work- 
ing on the harvest, 11,883 men. 
Special efforts are being made to 
find occupation for as many as pos- 
sible to cover tha winter period, and 
it is stated that it is now probable 
that a considerable number of these 
harvesters from Great Britain and 
the Irish Free State will remain in 
the Dominion. 


Addressing a recent meeting of 
the Vancouver Board of Trade, 
President E. W. Beatty, of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway, announced 
that the company proposed imme- 
diately to add two large modern 
steamers to its coast fieot in order 
to take care of increasing tourist 
traffic over the company's coastal 
lines. He also announced the early 
completion of a new pier at this 
harbor at a cost of several millions, 
which has been made necessary by 
the steady development of Canada's 
trans-Pacific trade,

BRITAIN AND U.S, 
ACTING TOGETHER 
GAN SAVE WORLD 


“Not by Alliances,” Says Lloyd 
George, “But by Understanding and 
by Co-operation 


‘Scranton, ‘Pa., Nov. 1.—The English- 
speaking peoples of this earth “can 
gave civilization from doom—doom— 
doom,” Mr. Lloyd George declared in 
an address here yesterday before a 
great audience in the state armory. 

The people of the United States and 
Great Britain, in acting together to 
§nsure order in the world, he asserted, 
need enter into no formal agreement 
to that end. 

“Not by alliances, but by under- 
standing,” he said, ‘not by contracts, 
but by co-operation.” 

Mr. Lloyd George paid tribute to 
Charles M. Schwab, who was seated 
on the platform, for his war services, 
and the two men shook hands and 
embraced while the audience cheered. 

“J owe him an especial debt of grati- 
tude and here I am speaking for mil- 
lions of my own people,” the war pre- 
mier said. “He was one of the Ameri- 
cans who from the start placed the 
whole of his great genius for organi- 
zation of the service of the allies.” 

(Mr. Lloyd George told how the 
kaiser had heard that Mr. Schwab was 
supplying the deficiencies of the al- 
lies and made him an offer that would 
pay him three-fold in pecuniary profits 
for throwing up the allied contract, 
“and he stood by the allies” 


Back in New York 
New York, Nov 1.—Lloyd George 


returned last night to New York—the 
last stop of his triumphal tour of 
Canada and the United States—and 
will be the guest of John W. Davis, 
former ambassador to Great Britain, 
at Locust Valley, L.1., until Saturday 
moraines when he will sail for Eng- 
and. 

Tonight Mr. Lloyd George will ad- 
dress the Lotus Cluband Friday night 
a concluding address at the Metro- 
politan Opera House will be given. 
Both will be broadcast by radio. 

As the former prime minister’s car 
sped across Manhattan last night 
headed for the Queensboro bridge to 
cross over to Long Island, heavy pol- 
{ce guards menaced the route. It was 
denied, however. that this guard had 
been placed because of threatening 
letters Lloyd George had received 
- The arrival last night concluded a 
trip of six thousand miles covered by 
train and automobile. Starting from 
New York after his arrival on October 
6, the party travelled through various 
parts of Canada and the United Stat- 
es, going as far west as Winnipeg, 
Chicago and St. Louis, and as_ far 
south as Richmond, Va. 

In that time Mr. Lloyd George made 
stops of considerable length at 20 
cities,as well as rear platform stops 
at scores of other points, speaking di- 
rectly to thousands, and through the 
aid of wireless telephone to many 
hundreds of thousands, if not millions. 
Everywhere the distinguished visitor 
‘was received cordially and frequently 
with demonstrations of enthusiasm 
which gave to the journey the aspect 
of a triumphal tour. 

Mr. Lloyd George, in his addresses, 
thanked the United States and Cana- 
da for the part they played in the war, 
urged a proper adjustment of the 
German °reparation situation, and 
United States aid in achieving a 
“peace of justice in Europe, and ap-

LONDON MOURNS 
> BONAR LAW 


London, October 30.—Andrew Bonar 
Law, for seven months premier. of 
Great Britain, died in his modest 
London home at three o'clock this 
morning.. The official bulletin issued 
by the physicians who attended the 
former. premier read as follows: 

“Mr. Bonar Law died. at three 
o’clock this morning following an 
acute attack of ‘septic pneumonia. 
(Signed) Gould, May, Horder.” 

Five months ago—on May 20—he 
resigned the premiership on account 
of a throat malady which for a long 
time had troubled him. 

#iven then he was reluctant to ad- 
mit that his career was finished, and 
retained his seat in the house of 
commons where he since made two 
or three speeches. 


Contracted a Chill 


Ten days ago Mr. Bonar Law re- 
turned to London from Brighton after 
a sojourn of several weeks. His 
physicians issued a statement to the 
effect that he had -contracted a 
severe chill, but the public did not 
suspect that the end was so near until 
they read in this morning’s news- 
paper that he had developed septic 
pneumonia and a condition that gave 
rise to considerable anxiety; but 
soon after extras appeared’ gelving 
the news of his death. 

The ex-premier’s daughter, his only 
near relative left in Mngland, was 
with him during the last days of his 
{llness. His two sons were killed in 
the war, a sorrow from which Mr. 
Bonar Law never recovered. 


Health Precarious 


When the Canadian Scotsman—Mr. 
Bonar Law was born in News Bruns- 
wick, Canada, on September 16, 1858— 
accepted his high office a year ago his 
friends well knew that his health was 
precarious. Outside that close circle 
it was known only that he had _ con- 
tracted a throat complaint which pre- 
vented him from speaking. 

Mr. Bonar Law was aware of his 
own condition and promised the 
Unionist party when he accepted its 
mandate that he would resign if and 
when he found his strength unequal 
to his work. He gave place to Stanley 
Baldwin, his chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, almost before his new gov- 
ernment was fairly organized, retiring 
to the country to safeguard his failing 
strength. 

No Report. of Illness 

No official statement as to the nat- 
ure of Mr. Bonar Law’s illness was 
ever made, but the public drew an in- 
ference from the fact that Dr. Thomas 
Horder, who was attending him when 
he resigned, and who has since been 
his physician, is one of thé foremost 
cancer specialists.~ 

During the interval spent in the 
country since his retirement from the 
prime ministership, Mr. Bonar Law 
had been able to take outdoor walks 
and also motored considerably. The 
reports of these activities, which 
seemed to indicate that he was hold- 
Ing his own, had not prepared the 
public for the news of his compara- 
tively rapid decline. 

There has not yet been time for 
funeral arrangements, but there is 
every reason to believe it was Mr. 
Bonar Law's wish to be buried as 
simply as he lived. 

Baldwin's Tribute 


London, Oct. 30—Prime Minister 
Stanley (Qaldwin, who succeeded 
Andrew Bonar Law to the premier- 
ship, paid the following tribute to the 
dead statesman: 

“For him, I am thankful he has 
been spared further suffering; for his 
friends the loss is irreparable. The 
country will not forget that he sacri- 
ficed his life in her service.” 

Lioyd George’e Sorrow 

Philadelphia, Oct. 30.—Word of 
the death of Rt. Hon. Andrew Bonar 
Law was recejved with deep regret by 
David Lloyd George upon his arrival 
here today. News of the passing away 
of the British statesman was kept from 
Mr. Lioyd George by his associates un- 
til he had finished breakfast in his 
private car. He then dispatched a 
message to the daughter of the late 
premier, and in a statement to the 
press said: 

“T have heard the sad news with 
deep regret, tinged with relief that 


the long and severe suffering has at 


last come to a peaceful end. I saw 
him shortly before I left for this 
country and the news certainly was

THE LATE ANDREW BONAR LAW 


Equally with Great Britain, Canada 
will grieve at the great loss to the 
Empire in the death of Andrew Bonar 
Law, premier of Great Britain for a 
short time until health forced his 
resignation 

Andrew Bonar Law was born in 
1858 in New Brunswick. He made a 
fortune in early days in business and 
entered politics. When he became 
premier of Great Britain in November, 
1922, his health was not good, and un- 
der the severe strain of office it 
speedily became worse, and in May 
of this year he was forced to resign. 
Except for a few closely associated 
with him, people did not realize how 
ill he was, and news of his death on 
October 30th came as a great shock. 

Bonar Law was the first Canadian- 
Dorn Premier of Great Britain. His 
great qualities were his absolute 
honesty and his devotion to duty, 
qualities that make fewer but truer 
friends. In his short term of office 
he became remarkably liked and 
trusted by all foreign governments 
and countries. The press of all coun- 
tries united in his praise at the time 
of his retirement, and in regret at the 
necessity of that step. They all 
now join in expressions of sorrow at 
his death.

THE DRUG PROBLEM 


Now that we have settled this ques- 
tion of the best method of handling 
the liquor problem, let us turn our at- 
tention to the drug menace. We mean 
of course, narcotics. Ordinary drugs 
and the immense consumption of 
them may be a problem, but it is not 
an important one. Narcotic drugs, 
their increasing consumption in the 
world and in our own Dominion, the 
methods by which they reach us, the 
terrible effects of their use, all these 
are important, tragically and univer- 
sally so. 

Those who have seen a drug addict 
in advanced stages will not likely for- 
get the sight. And it is common know- 
ledge that an addict will stop at noth- 
ing to get the drug. Theft, assault or 
murder are nothing to such men. 

We cannot compel any other coun- 
try to stop the growth or manufacture 
of narcotic drugs. It is a matter of 
the greatest difficulty to stop. the 
drugs coming into the country in large 
quantities and impossible to stop it 
entirely. Besides many of the narcot- 
ic drugs are the basis of and the chief 
ingredient in several valuable and 
patent medicines. 

The evil must in the long run be 
eradicated in the only way it is pos- 
sible to eradicate such evils, by the 
education of the pepole, and most es- 
pecially the younger people, of the 
deadly danger in the drugs. Every 
newspaper in the land will willingly 
do its part. A very great deal might

CONFISCATION 


(Edmonton Bulletin) 


The Alberta official Gazette an- 
nounces that during the month of De- 
cember 43,280 parcels of farm land in 
Alberta, hitherto in the hands of pri- 
vate owners will become the property 
of various city, town and rural munl- 
cipalities and of the province. The 
same authority announces that on 
various dates commencing October 
1st and extending to December 31st 
64,986 parcels of town and _ village 
property hitherto owned by private 
citizens will be similarly confiscated. 

The parcels of farm lands are in 
almost all cases 160 acres each. The 
total area that will be transferred 
from private to public ownership dur- 
ing the coming month of December 
will be 6,924,800 acres, or in round 
figures seven million acres. At an 
average valuation of $10.00 an acre 
the total amounts to 70 million dollars. 
The area is a million and a half acres 
more than the total wheat acreage 
of the province this season. 

Estimating the 63,986 parcels or lots 
of town and village property at $25.00 
each, the total value is over a million 
and a half. Estimating the 14,751 
parcels or lots of city property at an 
average of $250.00 each the _ total 
value is over three million. 

On the above estimates the total 
value of the private property now he. 
ing, and to be, confiscated before the 
end of the year amounts to just under 
75 millions of dollars, or five times 
last year’s total provincial revenue. 

While the aggregate amount of the 


sale confiscation must have upon the 
present condition and future welfare 
of the province. Speaking only of the 
farm lands, which are so much _ the 
largest part of the whole, each parce} 
means the investment either of years 
of time and labor by a homesteader or 
cash paid out by an investor. In many 
cases it means that taxes have been 
paid year after year in the hope of 
being able to hold the land, and that 
at last it has to be given up simply 
because ‘the owner can’t find the mon- 
ey to enable him to hold on any 
longer. Such a condition can have 
only one result—a feeling of griev- 
ance, that for many years will stand 
in the way of a renewal of the confi- 
dence that is the foundation of en- 
deavor and that alone can bring about 
a new prosperity.

for sale? But who will buy? 
many purchasers are likely to be 
found who will buy land for the 
privilege of paying taxes that the for- 
mer owner could not keep up al- 
though he already owned the land. 
Will it be proposed to hand the !and 
over without price, on condition that 
the taxes be paid? It is quice within 
the range of probability that tae gov- 
ernment and legislature which has 
confiscated the property ‘wonld te 
quite willing to do that. But it must 
also be understood that once the 
principle of property confiscation has 
been adopted by a government as in 
this case, the number of people who 
are willing to spend their time, their 
labor or their money in acquiring 
landed property, even on condition of

only paying taxes, is automatica!ly 
very greatly reduced—even to the van- 
ishing point. 

The independence that comes with 
ownership of land is the inspiration 
that puts people on farms and keeps 
them there. Just in proportion as 
the security of tenure is decreased 
the desire for ownership of land {s 
diminished. The government that 
took the land from the first owner is 
just as likely to take it from the sec- 
ond one, therefore the part of wisdom 
(the prospective second owner will 
say), Is to leave {it alone. 

Of course, if there is to be a govern- 
ment, there must be taxation. And 
taxes must be paid or the government 
cannot be carried on. But it is 
possible for taxation to become s0 
burdensome that taxes cannot be 
paid. Industry and trade must be al- 
lowed to function freely or they can- 
not earn the tax money. When taxes 
are too heavy industry and trade can’t 
function and they can’t pay. Too 
burdensome taxation dries up the 
sources of revenue. That is the 
condition that has resulted in the 
seventy-five million dollar confiscation 
advertised in the Gazette, The owners 
aregiving upthelr land in rural muni- 
cipality, city and village, not because 
they are not willing to pay, but be- 
cause they have not the means of pay- 
ment, and their lack of means is 
largely because of the unwarranted 
burden of taxation that has been laid 
upon them and their neighbors.” 

The effort has been to give every: 
body everything that he wanted or 
asked for, pay for it out of borrowed 
money and depend on the taxpayer of 
the future to square the account. The 
prospective taxpayers have not 
materialized, but the scale of expendi- 
ture has been kept up. The announce. 
ment of wholesale confiscation is evi- 


“j}dence that the time has come when 


the taxpayer can no longer pay. 

Tf the scale of expenditure were in 
process of reduction he might have 
been encouraged to hold on. But un- 
fortunately it {s not. In the rural 
municipality, the town, the cfty, aad 
the province, the scale of expenditure 
{s being continually increased and 
new and heavier taxes are being {m- 
posed on the taxpayers who remain, to 
meet the shortage arising from the de- 
fault of those who could no_ longer 
keep up their payments. This condi- 
tion is not the fault of the country. 
It is the fault of the people amongs! 
whom are the taxpayers themselves. 
It can be cured readily enough. But 
it can only be cured by cutting down 
expenditures and that again ean only 
be done by the people themselves, 
through their mandate to their elected 


lature of the province. Our financial 
troubles are of our own making. Only 
ourselves can supply the remedy. 


While the abnormal taxes of recent 
years are in some measure a relic of 
he extravagance of tke real estate 
boom of long ago, reinforced by the 
boom in prices in 1918 to 1921, it is 
also a fact that there has been an ac- 
tive element in our political life whose 
deliberate policy was to tax the own- 
er out of his property by making 
large expenditures. The purpose was 
not in the direct*Yesult of the expendi- 
ture, whatever it might be, so much 
as in the indirect result of breaking 
down the value of land. “Capital is 
crime—property is robbery” was and 
is the rallying cry of these forces. The 
idea was more mildly expressed as 
the system of taking from those who 
had and giving it to those who had not. 
But in that form it held a strong ap- 
peal on humanitarian grounds to 
many good people and small property 
owners who in their anxiety to take 
from the rich speculator who had 
much and give to the poor worker, or 
possibly idler, who had little failed to 
notice that they were adding corres- 
pondingly to their own burdens and 
at the same time drying up the te- 
sources of investment without which 
the wheels of trade and industry can- 
not turn. 


It is right to be generous. But it is 
necessary to be just before being 
generous, or generosity is only waste. 
The first duty of every citizen is to 
his own household. To sanction 
wasteful municipal or provincial 
penditure that bears the fruit of 
undue taxation is not generosity; it 
is a crime against democracy and 
against good government... Conditions 
have reached a point at which the 
small property owner, as well as the 
larger, must decide whether his gen- 
erosity shall be to himself and_ his 
family or to the “proletariat”; which, 
as interpreted by Lenine, Trotsky and 
Co, means those who have nothing, 
don't want anything, and whose only 
care in life is to see that no one else 
has anything. 


Assessing taxes fs one thing, collect- 
ing them {s another and much more 
difficult. and taxes are the founda- 
tion of municipal revenue. One good 
reason is because the land {s always 
available as a final recourse in the 
collection of taxes. Under ordinary 
conditions land has a comparatively 
fixed value, and taxes are generally 
low enough that they do not bear any 
approximation to the value of the 
land. But conditions in the prairie 
west are not ordinary. Farm land 
values have gone down very greatly 
In the years since the slump in prices 
of farm products, and town and city 
property very much more greatly 
since the boom of 1912. But assess- 
ments and expenditures are still in 
large measure on a boom basis in both 
city and country Consequently in 
the stupendous number of sales adver- 
tised in the Gazette, the land, 
whether farm, town or city, is not 
considered by the owners to be worth 
the taxes—or at any rate they are un- 
able to pay their taxes, and so cease 
to be owners. Under former and nor- 
mal conditions the principle of 
collection against real estate 
that only in the last resort was the 
owner deprived of his property, and 
then only by its passing into the hands 
of another owner who would pay up 
the arrears and in whose hands it! 
would be Hable for future taxation. '

The municipal 
authority had no interest in depriving 
the owner of his land, and it was not 
acquired by the town, city or munici- 
pality. As long as the land was not 
worththe taxes assessed against it, 
it remained with the owner. This was 
‘In some degree a protection against 
undue assessment. If the taxes were 
too. high in comparison to the value of 
the land they could not be collected. 
An entirely new principle regarding 
tax.collection was introduced by the 
Tax ‘Recovery Act passed by. the Al-

be Ee ot bere legislature in the session of 1922] 


with amendments made in 1923. The 
purpose of the Act is to take the land 
of the delinquent taxpayer from him 
as expeditiously as possible and vest 
{t in the municipal, civic or provin- 
cial government. Taxes are in ar- 
rears if they are unpaid on the 31st of 
December of the year in which they 
were imposed, or if the date fixed for 
payment was after December 31st then 
immediately upon that date. Section 
2 of the Act declares that land on 
which on August 14th of each year the 
taxes imposed during the previous 
‘year were then in arrears, becomes 
the property of the municipality. <A 
caveat is filed against the land on 
August 14th, but title is not issued 
‘tor one year. If the arrears of taxes 
have not been paid within the year 
from the filing of the caveat a certifi- 
cate of title is issued to the munici- 
pality by the registrar. This certifi- 
cate is declared ‘by Section 18 to give 
the municipality an estate in fee 
simple, free from all encumbrances 
save those arising from claims of the 
Crown arising from seed grain and 
relief liens, or in some other manner. 
The procedure is simple and effective 
as a means of confiscating private 
property, but its effectiveness and 
simplicity add immeasurably to the 
difficulties of the present financial 
situation. 

It will be observed that not only is 
the right of the owner of the land ab- 
solutely wiped out by the transfer 
given, but allothérclaims as well, ex- 
cept those of the Crown. A great 
deal of private money has been ad- 
vanced on the security of both farm 
land and city property in the West. 
There was atime when farm lands in 
the West were considered gilt-edged 
security. And so they were. 

Then money or development and 
improvement was plentiful. It is not 
so today. Because money for invest- 
ment is scarce and shy is one great 
reason why times ‘are hard and why 
they do not let up even with a splen- 
did crop going through the threshing 
machines. 

Money is lent on securities of vari- 
ous kinds. But behind and above all 
forms of security must be honest in- 
tent on the part of the debtor and as 
well on the part of the governmental 
authorities upon whose administration 
the creditor must depend for the pro- 
tection of his rights. The investor 
who now lends his‘'money on_ the 
security of farm land or town or city 
property in ‘Alberta can only look to 
the tangible value of his security and 
the honesty of his debtor. 

In the Hight of the summary pro- 
cedure and inadequate notices pro- 
vided for in Chapter 25 of the Stat- 
utes of 1922 and amendments of 1923 
the only conclusion that an investor 
can draw is that so far as the _legis- 
lature and government of Alberta are 
concerned his money is not wanted. 
The only notice given before a caveat 
is ifiled is a newspaper advertisement 
stating in genera) terms that if ar- 
rears of taxes within the municipality 
are not paid before June 1st proceed- 
ings to secure title by the municipality 
will be taken. That conveys no in- 
formation to the lender, as it does not 
let him know whether the taxes on 
the land in which he js interested are 
in arrears or not. The only opportun- 
{ty he is given to know the tax situ- 
ation of the property upon which he 
has advanced money is by an adver. 
tisement in one issue of the Alberta 
Gazette in which a lst of lands under 
caveat and subject to {final transfer 
is published sometime between March 
and June. There is also one news- 
paper advertisement in general terms 
stating that a Hst of lands subject to 
final forfeit may be seen in the treas- 
urer’s office, 

The registry offices contain a com- 
plete record of all land loans. There 
could be no difficulty in letting the 
man who has put his money into land 
by way of loan know directly the pro- 
ceedings before his rights are taken 
from him. Nothing of the kind is 
done, and it is safe to say that hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of investors 
will lose their money through the 75 
million dollars’ worth of confiscation 
now in progress. How that will 
affect the supply of money for ‘Alber- 
ta development in the future does not 
need a prophet to foretell. Or again 
how that will affect the general pros- 
perity of the province. ‘Investors by 
the thousand are putting their money 
into Victory Bonds at five percent. in- 
stead of into land mortgages at seven, 
eight or nine percent., because of the 
difference in the security. When the 
operation of the Alberta Tax Recovery 
Act has arrived at December 3ist 
next, there will be another drop in 
Alberta farm land securities and an 
other rise in Victory Bonds. 

At one time the words “first mort: 
gage” meant what they sald. The 
only exception was the ordinary 
municipal and school taxes, which 
were not burdensome in amount and 
of which the lender was duly notified 
from time to time. It was then no 
part of the policy of the authorities to 
confiscato the property. During the 
succeeding years precedence over the 
lenders’ rights’ has been given to 
nine other claims so that instead of 
a “first mortgage” being at worst a 
second security, it has become the 
eleventh in the list of claims that may 
be made against the property, the 
preceding ten of which are collected 
by the governmental machinery of 
taxation. A feature of the case that 
tells heavily against the individual in- 
vestor is that some of these claims 
ar{se out of conditions that could not 
possibly have been foreseen and which 
are large enough to altogether wipe 
out his equity. 


The claims which take precedence 
over a first mortgage are: 


1, Municipal and school taxes. 

2, Dominion seed grain advances. 

3. Lien on crop for provincial and 
municipal seed grain advances. 

4. Hail district tax, the amount of 
which varies widely from year to year. 

5. Hospital district tax. 

6. Hospital aid tax, under which tha 
claim of the district hospital for 
treatment of members of the family 
are registered against the land and 
collected at the rate of $200 a year. 

7. Wild land tax in case the proper- 


ty is abandoned and falls into disuse. 

8. Tax for destroying weeds on 
abandoned land which may amount to 
$200 a year. 

9. Lien on crop by _ co-operative 
loan association for money advanced. 

10. In case of operation of a coal 
mine,alien may be taken against all 
the owner’s land under the Workmen's 
Compensation Act. 

That such wholesale disregard of 
the lenders’ right should reach its 
climax in the confiscation by sum- 
mary procedure of the property in 
which his money was invested, can 
scarcely be a_ matter of surprise. 
Neither can it be a matter of surprise 
if lenders seek other flelds of invest- 
ment. 

A great deal of money has been ad 
vanced on Alberta farm lands by 
outside loan companies. These com- 
panies by employing large clerical 
staffs are in a position to follow the 
intricacies of sudden turns of the 
Alberta laws regarding taxation and 
tax collection But it costs them 
money that was not provided for when 
the loan was made; and even. they 
may betripped up from time to time 
and lose out altogether. They have 
only one line of reply to make to such 
legislation and administration and 
that is: restrict their loans, reduce 
the precentage of valuation, or retire 
altogether from the province. In 
either case the province suffers and 
the man who suffers most is the man 
who needs money with which to im- 
prove his farm or push his busines; 
What is the use of talking of a gov- 
ernment policy of farm loans or agri. 
cultural credits when such drastic and 
unjustifiable means are being taken to 
drive out of the. province those who 
are providing private capital for in- 
vestment in it? 

Government and legislatures do no! 
make prosperity, but they cun do a 
great deal to prevent it. A 
tator standing beside a threshing 
machine does not make it run. But he 
can stop it at any moment by dropping 
a stone into the cylinder; just as a 
government can stop prosperity and 
progress by malicious legislation or 
administration.
